he's the first pop singer to have

album sell so well it was 


listed among the single records; 
he's caused 
riots and editorials 


and money. 


Pretty good for 
a man 
who 


thought that maybe he'd be an 
electrician. 
As a boy 
growing 


UD in Mississippi and 
Tennessee; 


he never 
thought 
about singing. 


His father was a house paintpr so 
Elvis figured perhaps he'd be an 
electrician and maybe work . with 
his father on jobs. He's an 
only 


child; they've been close. 


So close, in fact, that 
when a 


Mother's Day was 
coming 
up, 


Elvis went into a recording studio 
to make 
a record of one of 
his 


mother's favorite songs. The. man 
who ran 
the studio. Sam 
Phil- 


lips, had a small 
record /com- 


pany called "Sun" and he .over- 
heard the boy 
in the booth and 


liked what he 
overheard. 
Phil- 


lips got Presley to make a rec- 
ord for him. It was the start. 


Four records and 
$35,000 later, 


Presley was the property of RCA, 
who bought the 
contract from 


Phillies. Then came 
his tremen- 


dous hit, "Heartbreak Hotel," and 
suddenly 
every place he 
sang 


they had to call the 
cops.

Minneapolis, the promoter 
actual- 


ly had a clause put in the con-

Presley, say students 
of

style, is a pheonomenon of . these 
times.

what he's singing. RCA says his 
poor enunciation is 
a problem; 


he can sing clearer, but

does, he loses some 
of his drive. 


They'd rather have the drive. 


In person, he works himself UD 


to such a pitch he often collapses 
after

show. He shakes 
and 


wiggles 
and jumps and 
bumps; 


it's like watching a 
strip-teaser 


and a malted milk machine at the 
same time. 


Doctors who've examined 
him 


after these collapses say he's pos- 
itively headed for a physical 
or 


mental breakdown. But he 
looks 


the 
picture of health. And he's 


gained 
ten pounds since 
fame

cause his 
entire diet consists of 


pork chops, mashed potatoes and 
gravy. Even breakfast. 


Presley's fame hasn't gone 
to 


his head—he's a modest, easy-to- 
handle 
performer—but 
it has 


gone 
to 
his pocketbook. He's 


fantastically 
extravagant. At the 


moment, he owns three 
Cadil- 


lacs—a pink and a yellow convert- 
ible and a 
sedan for 
business 


purposes.

Plenty Ways 
to Preserve 
Peaches 


The Early Hose peach, which is 


harvested about the middle ol June 
is a cling seed peach which is es- 
pecially good, not only for canning j 
but also for preserving as spiced | 
or pickled peaches. Below 
is an j 


Extension recipe that furnishes 
a ' 


good table product. 


Spiced or Pickled Peaches 
1 gallon peaches, 3 pounds sug- 


ar. 1 quart vinegar. 4 sticks cinna- 
mon, 
1 tablespoon whole cloves 


Mix sugar, vniegar and water to 


make a syrup. Tie the spices in a 
cheesecloth bag, and place in the 


Boil the 
pickling j 


before the 


Select firm, ripe peaches. Cling- 


stone peaches are gnerally pre- 
ferred. Peel and leave whole. Drop 
the peaches into the hot pickling 
syrup. Cook slowly until the fruit is 
clear and tender, 
then remove 


from the tire. Leave the peaches in 
the syrup overnight to plump up. 
The next day, drain the syrup from 
the peaches, 
and pack them intn 


sterilized jars. Heat the syrup to 
boiling, strain, and pour over the 
peaches .Adjust the lids, place in 
the water bath, and process pints 
15 minutes and quarts 20 minutes 
at simmering temerature. 


Peach juice is another method 


of preserving this local fruit that 
furnishes 
variety in 
the menu. 


Juice can be served plain or with 
other juices in a punch 


Peach Juice 
10 pounds 
peaches, crushed, G'-/z 


cups of water, 1 cup sugar to each 
gallon of strained juice. 


Use ripe peaches. Wash but do 


not peel or seed. Crush the peach- 
es. To each 10 pounds of crushed 
fruit, add G'/a cups of water. Boil 
20 minutes, then 
strain and mea- 


sure. For each gallon of strained 
juice, add one cup of sugar. Heat 
just to boiling and then pour into 
hot, sterilized jars. Adjust lids and 


temperature in a hot-water bath. 


Whether you're 
using 
Early 


Rose,. Fair's Beauty 
or Elberta 


peaches, your family will clamor 
for peach crunch. Serve this with 
or without whipped cream. Use the 
recipe below. 


Mix together with a pastry cut- ^ 


ter or your 
fingers, sifted flour, 1 


sugar, and cold butter in approxi- 
mately equal portions O/fe cup of 
each should serve 4 to 6). Add 1/8 
teaspoon nutmeg or mace, allspice, 
and cloves, if desired. This mixture 
should be mealy, not 
gummy. It 


can be mixed in advance and stor- 
ed in the refrigerator. Add a pinch 
of salt. 


Sprinkle this mixture generously 


over the botton 
of a deep pie or 


baking dish, preferably oven glass. 
Add to this canned or fresh peach- 
es, cut as for pie or in quarters. 
Add another slight sprinkling of the 
Hour mixture and about 1/4 cup 
juice from the peaches. Juice of a 
lemon adds zest. 


Add another layer of peaches. 
Sprinkle the flour mixture over 


the top to form a crust. Bake in 
a moderate over (3nO' 
J) 15 minutes 


or longer, until brown.
